CANTON, O., May 30.—An agree- 


ment on picketing and the use of 
guards was reached yesterday by 
the Berger Manufacturing Co. and 
its striking employes. 

The company, a subsidiary of the 
Republic Steel Corporation, agreed 
to remove all imported guards from 
its plants and hire only Canton 
men. The strikers agreed to con- 
duct orderly picketing and to re- 
frain from force to prevent men 
from going to work.
